was witnessed by upwards of 100,000 
people. 
Plaudit! from the multitude, 


greeted tbe participants in the parade 
•U along tbe Has of march, the Jacldea 
from tee warships aad the Ninth regi- 
ment getting tfce lion's share. 


Tbe «v«t ef tb« evening was the ban- 


Qnet »t Gray's hall, Soutb Boston. 
John H. Means presided, while John B. 
Martin acted as teastmaeter. The ora- 
tor «f tbe evening watt fi.on. Charles J, 
Nojrec. 
Jadge Noyes gare a pen picture of 


the town as it was 125 years ago. occu- 
plying a pear-shaped peninsula, less 
than two miles lenjf and a trille over 
one mile wide, with about 17,000 in 
habitants, who for a time had been in* 
dependent of foreign control. 


Continuing, he said: 
"But the time 


came when English armies began to 
appear, nominally to fight for them in 
expelling the French, and la.ter the 
crown asked remuneration, and so a 
disturbing element to their internal har- 
mony ant security was introduced. 


"They claimed at first to help; they 


ended in attempting to bold. 
Tbe i 


gloved hand of benevolence became the 
mailed band of oppression. It has been 
ever thus with the greed of empire. 


"At last, king, ministry and parlia- 


ment, through official agency, overruled 
the domestic; legislative and judicial 
functions to an extent that was destruc- 
tive of provincial patience. Revenue 
laws, covetous and greedy, imposed by 
parliament, designed to restrain foreign 
and domestic trade, became loo se%ere 
and onerous to be patiently borne or 
long endured. 
"Great events followed each other in 


rapid succession, but without undue 
haste and in wise and prudent fashion. 
By that simple method of the 'town 
meeting,' the purest and safest form of 
local government man's wisdom has 
ever devised, these events were turned 
to. good account. 


"And when the angry contention em- 


bittered by that famous tea party' cul- 
minated in the vindictive parliamentary 
act, which tightly closed every provin- 
cial avenue to trade or intercourse by 
water, all friendly ties were sundered, 
and those mu»ed church bells rightly 
tojled the knell of tbe old relation be- 
tween England and her American colo- 
nies. 


"In their precipitate flight tbe in- 


yaders lost, much by destruction and 
left 'far more valuable stores behind 


, them than they were able to carry away. 


Once afloat in their dismantled, encum- 
bered and overcrowded vessels, they 
remained some days in tbe outer harbor, 
watched rigidly from every point of 
lookout ashore and the decks of Yankee 
skippers till they disappeared forever 
from Massachusetts bay. 
""Inspired l>y its memories, instructed 
by its lessons, and sharing in its results, 
may we see to it that those lessons shall 
not be in vain, and that those results 
shall ever stand unimpaired, a blessing 
to us and a precious legacy to all coming 
generations."

To Be Presided Over by a Thotuand 


Trained Teachers From the United 
States—Criticism of tbe Doctrines of 
Any Church Will Not Be Permitted 


Washington, March 19.—One of the 


most important acts of the Philippine 
commission, a& promulgated by tbe mil- 
itary authorities in the inlands—tbat for 
establishing a department of public 
instruction in the 
Islands—already 


briefly reported by cable I'rom Manila, 
Las been received at the war depart- 
ment. 


The act provitfes^for a general depart- 


ment of public instruction, wifh a cen- 
tral oflioe at J£a.nya, under the direction 
of a general superintendent, tr be ap- 
pointed by the cpromiss.ion at a salary 
of $6000 per annum. Schools are to be 
established in every pueblo in the archi- 
pelago-where practicable, and those al- 
ready established shall be reorganized 
where necessary. 


There are to be 10 school divisions in 


the archipelago, each with a division 
superintendent, and there is to be a su- 
perior advisory board, composed of the 
general superintendent and four mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the Philippine 
commission. 
According to the terms 


of the act, the English language, as soon 
as practicable,' shall be made the basis 
of all public instruction, and soldiers 
may be detailed as instructors uncil re- 
placed by trained teachers. 


Authority is given to the general su- 


perintendent to obtain Irom the United 
States 1000 trainee! teachers at salaries 
of not less than $75, nor more than $100 
per month, the exact salary to be fixed 
according to the efficiency of the teach- 
er. 


The act provides that no teacher or 


other person "shall teach or criticize 
the doctrines of any church, religious 
sect or denomination, or shall attempt 
to influence the pupils for or against 
any church or religious sect in any pub- 
lic school." 
Violation of this section is 


made punishable by summary dismissal 
from the public service. It is provided, 
however, that it may be lawful for a 
priest or minister of the pueblo to teach 
religion for one-half hour, three times 
a -week, in the school building to pupils 
whose parents desire it. 
But if any 


priest, minister or religious teacher use 
this opportunity "for tbe purpose of 
arousing disloyalty to the United States, 
or of discouraging the attendance of 
pupils, or interfering with the dis- 
cipline of schools" the division super- 
intendent may forbid such offending 
priest trorn enteriag the school building 
thereafter.

The act also provides for a normal 


school at Manila for the education of 
natives in the science of teaching. 
It 


appropriates $400,000 for school build- 
ings, $220,000 for text books and other 
supplies for the current calendar year, 
?25,000 for the normal school, $15,000 
for the organization and maintenance 
Of a trade school in Manila and the same 
amount for a school of agriculture,

Among the other acis is one declaring 


all persons in arms against the authority 
of tbe United States in the Philippine 
islands and all persons aiding or abet- 
ting them on the 1st day of April, 1901, 
or thereafter, ineligible to hold any 
office of honor, trust or profit in the 
Philippine islands.

Jury Selected and Four Witnesses For 


tbe Government Give Testimony

a majority of these rejected b^lug on 
their aversion to capital punishment. 
As m all capital cases, two justices, 
Messrs,. Sherman and Fox, sat on the 
bench, while Attorney General Knowl- 
ton, assisted by District Attorney Peters 
and Assistant District Attorney Sher- 
man, 
represented 
the 
government. 


Best being of poor circumstances, 
Messrs. Sisk and Clark were assigned to 
defend him. 


It is expected that the trial will con-

The cobra is passionately fond of music 


and is no mean critio thereof. As a rule, 
it only hears, the bagpipe, but if there be 
any Instrument which It loves more than 
another it is the violin A It is this amiable 
weakness that sometimes renders it a posi- 
tive danger to the musical householder in 
India. By a reciprocity of causation this 
love of mtuic in the cobra works fur its 
own destruction. For if a cobra takes up 
its aboda in tho neighborhood of a dwell- 
ing house it is Quaternary to send for a 
couple of professional snake charmers. 
One of them strikes up a tune near the 
place where the cobra is supposed to be. 


No matter what the creature may be 


dping at the time, even if it be out visit- 
ing, so to speak, at some neighboring 
bouse, it ia soen attracted by the music. 
It emerges slowly from its hiding place 
and strikes up an attitude in front of the 
player. There it is kept engaged with the' 
music till the other man gradually creeps 
.behind with R handful of fine dust. At a 
convenient moment, when the cobra ia 
standing motionless, this man suddenly 
throws the dust over the head and eyes of 
the snake. 


Immediately the cobra falls its full 


length upon the ground—for one brief sec- 
ond, but that second is enough. Like a 
lightning flash—nay, with one and the 
same motion with which he cast the dust 
—he seizes the prostrate cobra by the neok 
just vslaw the head. In fierce anger the 
snake winds mnd winds its body round the 
arm of its captor, but to no purpose. 
It 


cannot turn its head to bite. If it be do- 
eirablo to extract the fangs at once, the 
captor presses his thumb on the throat of 
the cobra and thus compels it to open its 
month; the* the fangs are drawn with » 
pair of pinchers. If, however, the operator 
desfrat to keep the snake intact for the 
pretest, the late musician offer* his aid 
and, fereibly unwinding the coils, places 
the body «fthe eebra in » backet, all but 
sue JMMt (which is fctiii held by iba other 
man), and pressea down the lid to prevent 
the coin* from wriggling out. Then sud- 
denly tilt captor thrusts the head in and 
bangs d«wn tb« lid. 


In tfc» above description two men are 


needed t* capture th* snake, but a very 
expert eharmer may do the feat single 
handed, though it Is highly dangerous. 
This is the method employed: While play- 
ing with one hand he throws the dust 
rtd>w»ys with the other and capture* the 
snake with that band. 
Of coarse th* 


whole Mttea ia like a lightning flash, and 
half a seeond's delay or the merest bun- 
gling either In throwing th$ dust or in 
catching the make at the proper place 
may prove fatal to the operator.—World 
Wide Magazine.

The town of Malacca was in 1807 par- 


tially demolished in order that Prince of 
Wales island, or Fenang, then newly 
founded-, might incireaie in importance. 
When the East ladia eeimjany arrived at 
tbat decision, it waa arranged that Malac- 
ca *KOuld bo abandoned and that the Waff, 
stores and popnlatioit should be removed 
to Peaang. Orders were tent out in 1805 
to damolish the fert, and the intention of 
the Peiiang authorities was "to gradually 
transfer to Ptiin» ef Wales island tho 
trade and capital ef Malacca together with 
the mart valuable part ef the population. " 
For a time, however, Peuang did not re- 
alize tho expectations formed of it. and 
was accordingly reduced, for Malacca ap- 
peared to be deemed to excel Peoang, but 
at the present moment Malacca can well 
be said to be to ruins—" the fallen city of 
the east," as it were, while Penang is one 
ot tbe most isspcrtari trade emporiums

SAMPSON FACTORY AFFAIRS 


Shut Down Will Throw Many Out of 


Work. Excellent Location For 


New Enterprises 


The announcement in yesterday's 


Transcript that the C. T. Sampson 
manufacturing company was going out 
of business, while not entirely unex- 
pected to those who were familiar with 
the recent financial history of the com 
pany, was a surprise to many, a s it 
had been believed that after the set- 
tlement with the creditors had been ar 
ranged, as was done some time ago, 
the business would 
continue. This 


could only be done, however, by the se- 
curing of additional capital, which, was 
tried unsuccessfully. 


The factory has been running at only 


about half its capacity of late years, 
and the size of the plant made this an 
unprofitable investment It is expected 
that the shop will run out th& present 
orders, and then shut down. It is prob 
able that this will be some time be- 
tween the middle of April and the first 
of May. A large number will be thrown 
out of employment by this, and there 
is general regret at the loss to the 
city's industries. 


The factory is an excellent one for 


manufacturing purposes ,and in the 
opinion of business men should not 
need to lie idle long. The opportunity 
offered 
to 
manufacturing concerns, 


either those which could utilize the en- 
tire shop or those which wish for 
smaller space, is an unusually g'ood 
one. It is probable that unless the 
property is disposed of the board of 
trade will take up the matter of trying 
to 1'ocate industries there.

The season's yield In archaeological 


lore ia Egypt is briefly reported by 
Professor Flinders Petrie Edwards,

"the regulat development of civiliza- 
tion during 400 years, from the time 
when writing 'was rarely used, and 
then only in a rude, pictorial stage, 
down to common use of delicately fig- 
ured hieroglyphs which could not be 
distinguished from those which were 
used thousands of years afterward. Wa 
have now fouad beautifully wrought 
jewelry and gold work, minutely en- 
graved ivories aEd toilet objects of 
Menes, the founder of monarchy, ar " 
bis successor, fashioned more tha^ 
6,500 years ago. There are SO inscrip- 
tions la stene and ivory, and from these 
•we learn the names of the three kings 
—Nornier, Ka aad a name written with 
a fish sign. 
Among these -works of 


Menes are parts of four ebony tablets, 
•with figures and inscriptions, one ap- 
parently showing a human sacrifice. 


"The strangest object is a massive 


•trip of gold, whose purpose is un- 
known to us, with the name 'Menes 
Aim' upon it. Of Zer, the successor to 
Menes, it is astonishing to find the 
forearm of his queen still In its wrap- 
pings, with four splendid bracelets 
intact. One is a series of figures of the 
royal hawk perched on the 
tomb. 


There are 13 figures In chased gold, 
alternating with 14 in carved tur- 
quoise. The second bracelet is com- 
posed of spiral beads of gold and lazuli 
In three groups. The third bracelet 
has four groups in the shape of an 
hourglass, with beads of amethyst be- 
tween gold with connections of gold 
and turquoise. The fourth has a cen- 
terpiece of gold copied from the rosette 
seed, with amethyst and turquoise 
beads and bands and braided gold 
wire. 


"This brilliant and exquisitely finish- 


ed group of jewelry shows the high 
level that had been attained at the 
beginning of the first .'dynasty. It is 
2,000 years older than jewelry of Dah- 
shur, the oldest before known, and has 
the great advantage of being carefully 
examined as it was found and restrung 
in exact arrangement. The arm of the 
queen had been broken off by the first 
plunderers and laid in a bole in the 
wall of the tomb and there remained 
neglected by four parties in ancient 
and modern times, who successively 
cleared the tomb. 
There are 40 iu- 


scribed pieces of ivory and stone and 
two lions carved in ivory of the same 
kind. 
There was also discovered a 


great royal tombstone which was 
found in pieces and rejoined. 
Sixty 


private tombstones give the names in 
use in the royal household. 
Many 


were formed from the goddess Neltb 
and not one from Isis or King Den V 
of the first dynasty. 


"A dozen inscribed ivories were 


found, including the handle of the roy- 
al land measuring cord, and also an 
Impress of the beautiful royal seal 
showing K:e king wrestling with a hip- 
popotamus and spearing a crocodile. 


"Coming to the second dynasty, the 


tomb of Perabsen yielded a large tomb- 
stone of the king, carved in syenite; 
also the names of his three predeces- 
sors, carved in stone bowls. These are 
Hotepohaui. Raneb and Neteven. From 
these we see Perabsen was probably 
the fourth king of the dynasty, and his 
successor was apparently Khase Khe- 
mai. In whose tomb was the royal scep- 
ter, formed by cylinders of sard held 
together by a copper rod in axis aud 
with gold bands at intervals. 
There 


remains 28 inches of this, but the row- 
er end has been lost. There are also 
seven stone vases with gold covers, 
fastened with twisted gold wire, two 
gold bracelets, 20 copper dishes, doz- 
ens of copper models, tools, copper 
axes, fruit knives and a perfect dish of 
diorite." 


Find* Gold In Fhlllpptnea. 


Frank W- Redding, formerly of New- 


ark, N. J., who was a member of the 
Astor battery during the Spanish war, 
has, it is said, discovered a gold mine 
on the island of Mindanao, iu the Phil- 
ippines. He forwarded a quantity of 
the dust to his brother, Wllllati F. 
Redding of Newark. The latter sent 
It to the United States assay office in 
New York, and he has received a re- 
port from the government assaycr that 
the dust proved to be .897 Sine and that 
It was worth in its erode state $18.50 
an ounce. The Newark man cabled the 
news to bis brother. 


Found a Tt'asMuKtojL Letter. 


An autograph letter of George Wash- 


ington, datea 1770, was found among 
some waste paper stocU at the Bryant 
paper mill in Kalamazoo, Mich., the 
other day. It was written to Captain 
James Jamieson, a New York mer- 
chant, asking for boat freight rates on 
a quantity of flour. Two copies of The 
Federal Gazette and Baltimore Adver- 
tiser over 100 years old and an auto 
graph letter of Robert Morris of Phila 
delphia. dated 1793 were also found 
The waste paper came from PSilladc! 
piia.

Watchmen Ai>« Vljfllaut. 


Soroo people think that time lock* 


burglar alarms •and «twl borMd windows, 
with a watchman awafc* or asleep inside 
and the police outside, might afford pro- 
tection in plenty for a bank. A visitor in 
tv large detective and patrol agency the 
ether day found that bank authorities do 
not hold to this opinion. 


The visitor noticed wh«n h« entered the 


office that the manager seemed to be 
watching tho clock with great solicitude. 
Without any warning the young man 
jumped up fton* his de«k, grabbed his hat 
and ,.ash«d out. Tha rtnager'a curiosity 
was aroused, and-ho waited until tk* man- 
ager came back. 


'"What was the matter?" h» »«ked. 
"The bank watohmaa was tenting me," 


he said, and then weat «n ta explain the 
system. At every hour and half hour tho 
watchman inside the bank piuhtd a but- 
ton that rang a bell in the agracy. This 
button was at the TOST of the bank. At a 
quarter before amd a q«artwr after every 
hour he touched a button in the front of 
the bask that rang a bell in an entirely 
different office. The manager of the office 
took down ths time to the minute when 
the bell rang. If the bell at the back of 
the bank failed to ring within fire min- 
utes of tho hour or half hour, it was the 
duty of the manager to make all speed to 
the bank. "When he got there, he must 
actually see the watchman and speak to 
him. If within five minutes after reach- 
ing the bank he dfd not see tho watoh- 
inan, be was to call the police. If the 
manpger failed ta go te the bank prompt* 
ly wh»-n it was his duty to do so, the 
watchman must report him, receiving a 
reward therefor. The object of having the 
bank connected with two offices was to 
lessen the possibility of collusion between 
the watchman aud the managers. 


But this was not all. An outside watch- 


man was also employed. He was the reg- 
ular special watchman who was employed 
by the property owners of the neighbor- 
hood. It was > is duty to meet the inside 
watchman at the front door every hour 
and then to go to the back door aud meet 
the inside roan. Then there were burglar 
alarms on every window, door and vault 
door. 


The stranger went to a bank officer and 


asked him whether all these precautions 
were necessary for the detection of rob- 
bery. 


''Jfot for detection," he said, "but f01- 


..prevention. The burglar who tries to 
' break into this bask at night is insane. 


He has not the slightest chanc* in the 
world, and ^he knows it. Then, too, we 
are sure no fire can gain any headway in 
the building while the watchmen are kept 
so thoroughly awake. Of course we are 
fireproof theoretically, but we do not even 
trust that."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

Petrified Giants and Canoes, Besides 


Hot end Cold Springs. Are Other of 
Its Curiosities—C«w e Is Rich With 
Gold Quarts and Copper. 
H. P. Forrest, a'miner from Chicago 


who has been prospecting in the Cas- 
cade mountains, claims to have discov- 
ered a wonderful cave in the foothills 
in the eastern part of Lewis county, 
Wash., says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The cavern "is'thus described by For- 
rest: 


"It is 12 feet in height and from 80 


to 50 or tiO feet in width. The walls 
have-been polished and contain many 
hierojlyphjcs and figures made by hu- 
man hands. The main passage I ex- 
plored for five miles. Passages lead off 
in many directions from the main cave, 
in one of which was boiling water. 
In other parts there were ice caves. 
Two tubs have been cut into the stone 
near these firings. In this same pas- 
sage w as a well about 30 feet deep, and 
around t!»'well a cfrcular stairway 
leads to the bottom. 
After devious 


winding about the bottom of the well 
I came to an immense underground 
lake, and the entrance was a petri- 
,fled canoe, apparently made of cedar, 
chained to a hea\ y metal staple driven 
in the wall. 


"Another passage leading from the 


main boulevard carried me to a flight 
of stone steps leading down about GO 
feet. At the bottom there was a Ion? 
passageway ten feet or more wide and 
of about equal height Along this pas- 
sage-way wore several sealed vaults. Be- 
side one of the vaults was a small 
lid lying loosely against a small slab 
which inclosed it. The chamber seemed 
dry, but it was exceedingly cold and 
ice was all about. On a huge slab, side 
by side, were tvro human figures, one- 
that of a woaaan mi-a Curing more than 
seven feet In length and the other tbnt 
of a man 7 feet 10 inches long. 
Both bodies were frozen solid and in 
a perfect state of preservation. The 
man had a black beard and dark hair, 
and on his left wrist was a gold band 
an inch and a baif wide. On the band 
was an engraving of an antelope and 
numerous characters. The woman bad 
remarkably long hair and in one ear 
hung a heavy pendant of gold. 


"Near the bodies were the dismem- 


bered skeletons of t-»o children, and 
numerous bones were lying about va- 
rious parts of the cave. There were sev- 
eral vessels of different kinds, all of 
metal, and a number of tools. Seven 
hammers, weighing from 12 to 15 
pounds each, with metal bandies, aud 
many chisels were among my discov- 
eries. 


"The cave is rich with spendhl white 


gold quartz and also much copper."

Be a Ride oa a Fire Bnslne. 


We were promised our first Russian ex- 


perience in-the shape of a troika ride. A 
troika is a superb affair. It makes the 
tiny sledges which take the place of cabs- 
and are used for all ordinary purposes 
lock even more like toys than usual, but 
the sledges are great fun and to cheap 
that it is an extravagance to walk. A 
course costs only 20 kopecks—18 eents 
The sledges ar« set so low that you can 
reach out and touch the snow with your 
hand, and they ore so email that the horse 
is in your lap and the coachman in your 
pocket. He singly turns in his seat to 
hook the fur robe to the back of your seat 
—only it has no buck. If you fall, you 
fall clear to the ground. 


The horso is far, far above you In yonr 


humble position*, and there is so little 
room that two people can with difficulty 
stow themselves in the narrow seat. If a 
brother and sister or a husband and wife 
drive together, the man, in sheer self de- 
fense, is obliged to put his arm around 
the woman no matter how distasteful it 
may be. Not that she would ever be con- 
scious of whether he did it or not, for the 
amount of clothes one is obliged to weai 
in Russia destroys any sense of touch. 


The horses are sharp shod, but in a way 


quite different Irom curs. The spikes on 
tbeir shoes are an inch long and dig into 
the ice with perfect security, hut it makes 
tho horses look as if they wore French 
heels. Even over ice like sheer glass they 
go at a gallop and never slip. It is won- 
derful, and the exhilaration of it is'like 
driving through an air charged with 
champagne, like the wine caves of Rintz 
Driving in the country we could not tell 
how fast we were going, but in town, 
Whizzing past other carriages, hearing the 
•honts of the idvosjik, "Troika," and see- 
tog the people scatter and the sledges turn 
out (for a troika has the right of way), we 
realized at what a pace we were going 
Before we reached home we"saw a Russian 
fire engine. 
\Ve passed it in a run. Tho 


engine was on one sledge, Aid following 
it were five other fcledges carrying ^hogs- 
heads of water. 


After that drive I thought I knew just 


how it felt to ride on a ftro engine,—Lilian 
Bpll in Womnn'i Homo Companion.

Whipple, is ln*the city, with W. W, 
Anthony and Paul W. Abbott, both of 
Boston, who are interested in the com- 
pany. Their object is to investigate 
the possibility of locating the central 
manufacturing plant for the company 
in the Bartlett mill on State street, 
which is to be sold at auction next 
Monday morning. 
If this is done, it 


is expected to result in a large addi- 
tion to the business formerly done in 
that concern. 


The plan of the company is an elab- 


orate one. The company Is capitalized 
at $200,000, and the idea is to establish 
sub-companies in^ario'us parts of the 
country which will control and manu- 
facture for their sections of territory. 
There must be, however, 
a 
central 


plant where the patterns will be made 
and which will be the headquarters 
for the entire business. It is the de- 
sire 'of the leading members 
of the 


company as well as of the local men 
who hold stock in it to have this lo- 
cated here. 


Mr. Ellott, president of the c'ompany 


is enthusiastic over the future of the 
business, as he believes the invention 
is one that will quickly become recog- 
nized as the standard window glaz- 
ing, and that the demand for it will 
be great and continued. One of the 
largest jobs that the company has tak- 
en so far has been the Richmond hotel 
in this city, and there have been many 
builders here to examine it there. 


If the Bartlett mill is bought and the 


business started here, it is probable 
that the general business conducted by 
the Bartletts would be carried on to 
some extent, for the present at least, 
although the chief attention will be de- 
voted to the manufacture of the inven- 
tion.

and 


whether a sub-company would be form- 
ed hera, as will be Cone elsewhere, for 
the purpose of conducting the local fac- 
tory, is not decided.

The local men who are interested have 
confidence in his busir.bss ability and 
judgment and are confident that if the 
factory can be located here it will de- 
velop into an important ii.tlustry for 
the cUr.

LICENSE FEES SET 


ing Ravjnue Stamps 


The treasury officials are actively 


making preparations to carry into ef- 
fect the war revenue reduction) act, 
which becomes operative on July 1, 
1901, and with a view to giving the pub- 
lic all information on the subject pos- 
sible at this time, the internal revenue 
bureau has issued the following state- 
ment: 


All documentary and proprietary rev- 


enlue stamps in the hands of purchasers 
on and after July 1, 1901, will be re- 
deemed by the government under the 
provisions of the act of May 12, 1900. 
Such stamps should be presented for re- 
demption by the owners thereof to the 
collector of internal revenue fromwhom 
they were purchased, who will supply 
the applicant with necessary forma 
an!d instructions for the preparation of 
his claim. It is probable that regula- 
tions will be prepared a-nd issued pro- 
viding for the redemption of imprinted 
Socumentary stamps without requiring 
the destruction of the checks or drafts 
on which they are imprinted.

Thursday, September 3, 4 and 5. 


This anouneemenit will be very grat- 


ifying to the labor unions, which, as 
has been reported, were strongly op- 
posed to the idea of opening the fair 
on Labor day, as was planned. They 
feel that Labor day is particularly the 
workingmanfs 
holiday, and as they 


usually have a field day or something 
of that sort on that day by which 
sometimes they 
made 
considerable 


money, theyi felt that to open the fair 
on that day would be an unnecessary 
interference with their plans anld were 
preparinfg as has been reported, to op 
pose the fair in every possible way if 
the decision was adhered to. 


In view of the fact that the society 


is not at liberty to change the date as 
was proposed, it regrets that anything 
should have risen to cause Seellnfe on 
the part of any element of the com- 
munity which it hopes and expects will 
now speedily subside. 


The committee was by no means un- 


animous in favor of opening- the fair 
orJ Labor day and the action taken was 
entirely subject to the sanction of the 
state board. This having decided again- 
st it settles the matter, regardless of all 
other considerations, and the labor 
unions have rJothing further to fear in 
the way of competition on the part of 
the agricultural society.

Teachars for Philippines

tional plans for the Philippines, as the 
normal school and Williams college 
have both been visited in connection 
with the securing of teachers. In the 
acts of the Philippine commission just 
received at Washington, authority is 
given to the general superintendent to 
obtain from the United States 1000 
trained teachers at salaries of not less 
that ,$75, nor more than $luO a month, 
the exact salary to be fixed according 
to the efficiency of the teacher. The 
act provides that no teacher or other 
person "shall teach or criticise the doc- 
trines of any church 'or religious sect, 
or denomination, or shall attempt to 
influence the pupils for or against any 
church or religious sect in any public 
school." 
Violation of this section is 


made punishable by summary dismis- 
sal from the public service.
